Renewal Project to Begin Soon

Federal approval of a $3.5 
million grant to finance the 
city's Meadow Park Redevel­ 
opment Project was announc­ 
ed here Thursday.

The city was notified of the 
federal action by Congress­ 
man (Cecil King (D-17th Dis­ 
trict), who said approval of 
the Part II application by the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Renewal (HUD) mefcns 
a grant of $3,521,000 will be 
released shortly.

The federal action climax-. 
es a two and one-half yen 
program and means actual ac­ 
quisition of property in tb.e 
55.7-acre area at the west end 
of the Torrance Municipal 
Airport can begin soon.

Plans, approved after pub­ 
lic hearings before the city - 
council and the city's Rede­ 
velopment Agency earlier this 
year, call for the area to be t 
cleared and developed as an 
industrial park.

Lawrence Irwin, deputy ex­ 
ecutive director of the cHy's 
Redevelopment Agency, told 
the Press-Herald that con­ 
tracts and other "red tape"

will require about a month 
to complete.

"We expect to start buying 
property in a month," Irwin 
said.

In addition to the $35 mil­ 
lion grant, the city also has 
a loan authorization of $3.5 
million to provide additional 
financing.

Under the urban renewal 
program, the city wfO provide 
one-third of the funds requir­ 
ed for development of the 
project. Irwin said the city's 
$1.5 million share would be 
provided in three phases.

They include some $800,000 
in properties acquired under 
an "early acquiation pro­ 
gram" designed to aid per­ 
sons suffering hardships be­ 
cause of a building morato­ 
rium in effect in the area; in­ 
stallation of streets, sewers, 
and other similar improve- 
menti, estimated to cost 
about $500,000; and $500.000 
in cash.

Irwin told the Press-Herald 
that buildings in the area 
will be demolished as they 
are acquired by the Redevel­

opment Agency and that to­ 
tal clearance of the area 
should be completed within 
two yean.

"Because of the nature of 
the improvements   under­ 
ground utilities, streets, and 
drainage facilities," Irwin 
said, "we cant develop par. 
ttally. We must acquire all 
property first."

He estimated the industrial 
park wwdd be fully devel­ 
oped in five years.

The plans caH for convert­ 
ing 32.7 acres of the total 
area into an airport oriented 
industrial park with from 25 
to 30 sites available. Direct 
access to the Torrance Mu­ 
nicipal Airport wffl be pro­ 
vided for several cites.

Individual families and bus­ 
inessmen now in the area will 
receive help in finding new 
|^>fsitifl«T SJH! relocation ex­ 
penses will be paid at least 
in part by the Redevelop­ 
ment Agency. Occupants may 
remain in the area after their 
property has been acquired 
by the agency Under rental 
agreements, Irwin said.
